“Who suggested law as your profes- 
sion 

“In those days young meh were not 
educated for business, but for. the pro- 
fessions. The college student planned 
to be a lawyer, a physician, or «a4 
preacher. I suppose it was thought a 
waste of time and money to teach 
ancient languages higher mathe- 
matics to the boy w expected to be 
nothing more than a manufacturer, a 
merchant, or a bank president. In my 
own case, after ejiminating theology 
and medicine, only the law remained. 
Qn being graduated from “Bethany Col- 
lege, I entered a lawyer's office in 
Pittsburgh, meanwhile at 
home. Having been admitted to the 
bar, I started to build up a business 
for myself.” 

“Did you make a living at first?’ 

“I was enabled to save money al- 
most from the day I opened an of- 
fice. In seven months I was married. 
Some of my practice was in the minor 
courts, but business men came to me, 
and among them was Henry, my 
brother. Before long the lawyer with 
whom I had studied offered me $100 a 
month and the privilege of keeping 
and getting my own clients. My first 
year at the law paid e $3000 in 


money. 

“I then formed a partnership with 
William Blackstock Rodgers, a prom- 
ising young man, and now one of the 
leaders among the lawyers of Pitts- 
burgh. Our business was immediately 
satisfactory. When I was 27 years old 
the largest savings bank west of the 
Allegheny Mountains elected me to the 
office of counselor. The bank. by all 
odds, was the best single client . in 
Pittsburgh; it was even better than 
a big railroad. Of course, I was-:the 
attorney for my brothers, who were 
extensively engaged in manufactur- 
ing. My practice was largely with 
business men, and I never claimed 
to be more than ordinarily effective 
before a jury. deed, my work was 
mostly confined to the inside of my 
Office.” 

FROM LAW TO BUSINESS. 

“After ten years,” I said, “you aban- 
Goned your profession and went into 
iron and steel and the making of 
money?” 

“I did more or less with fron and 
steel,” Senator Oliver replied, for 
@ long time time it loked as if 1 had 
miscalculated with respect to money. 
Henry W. Oliver established a wire 
department, and I was asked to un- 
dertake its management. He was en- 
tirely occupied in manufacturing nuts 
and bolts, and steel speciaities. For 
fifteen years we had a hard battle. 
With the growth of our business we 
made extensions and assumed new 
and a obligations. Coa) lands were 
purch and we made our own coke. 
Ore lands were also thought to be an 
economical necessity. 

“Eventually there were three great 
departments in our business. First, 
we owned furnaces and made iron and 
steel. All of the brothers were iinter- 
ested in the production of the raw ma- 
terial out of which we manufactured 
nuts and bolts and wire. But I was 
not a. partner in the nut and bolt 


owners of the coal and ore lands. of 
the furnaces and roiling mills, and of 
the large wire pliant, at which we made 
nails, fencing, and’so on. Our devel- 
opment had been so rapid and had 
gone so far that we were twice com- 
pelled—in 1885 and again in 1891—to 
ask the men we owed for an extension 
of our credits.

POLITICS IN LIBERIA. 


Party, and a Man Must 
Own Property Before He Can 
Vote. 


[New York Evening Post:] When the 
American commissioners began their 
investigation into the Liberian methods 
of conducting elections, they found 
some interesting facts—some which 
reminded them very much of Tammany 
activities in certain wards of New 
York City. 

One of the curious facts is that Li- 
beria has only one political party at 
the present time, the Whig. : There 
used to be a Republican party, but the 
Whigs compassed its destruction in an 


‘ingenious manner. The Whigs being in 


the ascendency, the Republican leaders 
shifted their salls and colors and came 
into the line of their opponents. $v 
skillfully did they operate that within 
a short time these Republican lead- 
ers became the Whig standard-bearers. 
The President arid Vice-President, and 
I know not how ma@ny other Whig offi- 
ctals of the present day, were formerly 
ardent Republicans. Just how long this 
one-party system can last remains to 

seen, but the exciting events of the 
last few months will probably result 
in- the organization of a new party with 
a different issue. 

A man must own property before he 
can vote in Liberia, and this appar- 
ently simplegrestricticn really afford: 
splendid opportunities for the cam- 
paign manager, w knows how to 
play the game. The published figures 
of the last Presidential election wiil 
show the results, if not the method. The 
city of Monrovia cast 106 votes and 
the other large city, Harper, Hed 256. 

Yet an obscure settlement, Known as 
Johnsonville, came up with 215, and 
Dixville, a place of which J] have never 
heard, returned 206. There were other 
settiements whose returns gave Pres- 
ident Barclay from 100 to 433 votes, 
with Careysburg running up to 688. 
Now, against thesd@ Liberian cities and 
towns, we may place Mount Coffee, 
with 1005 votes, and Upper Buchanan, 
with 1298—out of a grand total of 7176 
votes.cast in the republic. I cannot 
speak intelligently with regard to con- 
ditions in the latter precinct, but I 
know the Mount Coffee district fairly 
well, and talked the campaign over 
with one of the men who swung the 
votes In the des!red direction. 

Mount Coffee is not a.city, but a 
country district, with a fringe of cliv- 
lized farmers and a bunch of native 
towns. The most important of these, 
Weisinga by name, is a wretched vil- 
lage of less than thirty mud huts, 
ruled over by a sleepy, self-indulgent 
King who was educated for better 
things. Besides his own town, there ar- 
a rumber of other “half-towns” in the 
vicinity. It seems, from the .conversa- 
tion referred to, that the natives of 
this region were made landowners by 
a Presidentia) decree which assigned so 
many acres of land to the entire tribe. 
This qualified them to vote. Now, these 
natives know about as much. about 
voting as they do about na ting 
airships, but my informant told me 
with some pride, that he had brought 
them up to 1000 votes, and he said: “We

NEW SCENES. 


STATE SCHOOL CHIEF'S TRIP 


i IN THE SISKIYOU MOUNTAINS. 


HE State Superintendent 
of Schools is Edward Hyatt 
of Riverside. Every ‘little 

while he hands out lively ex- 
periences and pointed advice 
to the school people of the 
State. The following, prepared 
by Mr. Hyatt especially for 
The Times, describes a recent 
visit to a northern county. 

GOO 

Last week I was called to the Teach- 
ers’ Jnstitute in Sisklyuu county, away 
up next to the Oregon line. The coun- 
try is so far away from Los Angeles 
and so different that it may be of in- 
terest. To get there, one runs out 
from Los Angeles northward on the 

Southern Pacific Railroad, crosses the | 

desert to Mojave, then climbs the Te- 


hachepi Mountains and descends into 
the vast plains of the San Joaquin: 


then scuds away, still the north, 


through the rich valley of the Sacra- 
mento, crossing 400 miles of level, fer- 
tile jand, then climbs out of the Sac- 
ramento basin over a shoulder of Mt. 


Shasta and down agafn into the plain 
of the Klamath River. 
COUNTY OF THE BOBTAIL HORSE. 

Here on the plains of the Klamath 
is Siskiyou, the country of the Bob- 
tail horse, draining westward through 
the Coast range mountains to the sea. 
This Klamath is said to discharge 
more water than any other river in 
California. The county Beat is Yreka, 
on the Shasta River. a big stream 
that boils out of the lava rocks at the 
base of Mt. Shasta and flows away 
to join the Klamath. ‘Tis a queer’ 
name—Yreka, said to be a corruption 
of the old Indian word Ieka, meaning 
Mt. Shasta. The town is a typical “one 
of the gold-digging days. The: streets 
are narrow and crooked, and i the 
houses are bullt out to the sidewalks. 
The massive iron shutters of the Ar- 
gonauts are still in evidence and like- 
wise their hearty, whole-souled hospi- 
tality and generosity. It is always re- 
freshing and delightful to get among 
the people of the California mountains. 
In less than twenty-four hours after 
the San Francisco disaster, Yreka had 
raised $3.50 for every man, woman and 
child in the town, and had it on the 
way to the sufferers. 

THE COUNTY HIGH SCHOOL. 

The sessions of the institute were 
held in the auditorium of the county 
high school. This county high schoo! 
is a handsome building, costing $20,000, 
and standing on a gentle eminence 
out in the edge of the county seat. It 
will be of interest to school people 
to consider it curiously. Although this 
was a well-planned building, only a 
few years ago, the window arrange- | 
ment would not be tolerated by any 
school architect or bullding committee 
nowadays. They are too far apart. 
The wide piers cast shadows in the 


of the children. The windows should 
be banked together in a battery to 
the left and rear of the pupils, Notice, 
too, the lofty towers, peaks and chim- 
neys. That is something that is pass- 
ing away from the school buildings of 
today. Tall, ornamental towers are a 
non-produetive use of material and a 
possible menace in the way of tumb- 


rooms that are injurious to the eyes/from somewhere and stayed 


of teachers and elegant equipments, 
it needs only a tax of from 5 cents 
to 10 cents on the $100 per year. This 
is in strong contrast to the 30, 40, 3, 
60-cent rates that are usually needed 
by union and district schools. This 
idea will not be of valve to a county 
full of cities, like Los Angeles, but it 
may well be pondered by many of the 
smaller counties that a@re tending to a 


| great number of small, weak, dying 
high schools. instead of one or two big: 


strong ones, full of life and strength 
and ambitien. There is a way to do 
better things with a smalier tax rate. 
In there .is strength, 
economy there is wealth. 

SOME GOOD THINGS. 

Around this school is a beautiful 

five acres of it, a lovely do- 
main. In front are trees and lawns; 
in rear is a broad and open stretch, 
free for all the sports, races and games 
that Young America can invent—free 
to the sunshine and the air and the 
wind. No school tn California should 
have less than five acres. Even a 
chicken ranch needs that much s¢p%ce, 
unless we would have “the chickens 
disea 

Inside are some good things, too, 
ready for the long rainy winter. Half 
the basement floor belongs to the girls. 
Window-seats are all around and cush- 
ions and a hammock or two. Ring 
toss, parlor croquet and other indoor 
games can be seen. Bits of statuary 
are here ‘and there. A dressing-room 
with toilet conveniences is at one end. 
A few musical instruments hang on 
the walis, and pictures. 

On the boys’ side is a gymnasium, 
with punching bag, dumb bells, tennis 
racquets and Indian clubs. There is 
a pool-table and a billiard-table there, 
and a library. All this seems strange 
in a public school, doesn't it? But 
why not? Probably many good people 
will be horrified to know that this is 
sometimes open for the High Schoo! 


boys on Sunday afternoon. I shail not 
try to defend this, but will remark 
that it doés mot look as -in a 


saloon-ridden town as in a dry one. 


MANUAL WORK, TOO. 

It was something of a surprise to 
find fndustrial work so strongly de- 
veered in this reMote, rural high 
school. The big iron front gates. of 
the school, massive and cunningly 
built, were made by the boys of the 
sehool. The carpenter work, interior 
finishing and furnishings of the base- 
ments as above described, were done 
by the students. All the little odds 
and ends of waste space up among the 
peaks of the third story nave been 
utilized for benches, turning lathes. 
band saws, drills and such like. They 
have plenty of electric power and it 
is being used in-many ways. The whole 
place is alive. Things are going on. 
Young people are really living and 
gaining real experience. Something is 
doing. It is no scholastic sepuilchre. 

The man who built all this up, who 
harmonized and drew together t :is 
people, who cemented the things thar 
made the strong, successful, vigorous, 
attractive school, must have been a 
great man. I never saw him: but I 
saw and felt his spirit and his work. 
His name ia Liddeke. He came here 
sig years.

CHINA’S SOLDIERS. 


THE Empire Now Has 150,000 anp 


SOON WILL HAVE MILLIONS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
UCHANG, 1909.—The biggest army of the world 


has now its beginning in this fast-awakening 
empire of China. It already numbers 150,000 


trained soldiers. Two years from now it will have 
400,000, and within twenty-five years, if it goes ahead 
as did that of Japan, it will have 5,000,000 on a peace 
footing and 10,000,000 in times of war. 

Such an army is not a dream of the opium pipe. It 
is a live possibility, and it seems less improbable than 


“The growth of China’s army is fast becoming a seri- 
ous problem, and it is one which is bound to trouble 
the world in the future. You can have no idea of the 
situation without going from province to province. The 
central government has ordered each viceroy or gover- 
nor to create one or more army divisions. In addition, 
one has been assigned to Manchuria and another to Chi- 
nese Turkestan. The reorganization is going on after 
a scheme laid down by Yuan Shih Kai and others in 
1904. Yuan might be called the father of the new army. 
His scheme started in with 60,000 men. In 1905, over 
100,000 were driliing, and the enrollment wil soon be 
double that number. It already comprises twelve di- 
| visions of more than 12,000 each, and it will eventually 
be increased te thirty-six divisions, or about 420,000.

did the present army of Japan twenty-five years ago. 
The Japanese army began its creation in 1872. On a 
peace footing it now numbers 600,000, and its war 
strength is close to a million. Today, one Japanese in 
every eighty is serving as a soldier, and at a pinch, 
one in every forty can be thrown into the field. China 
is already in advance of the Japan of a quarter of a 
century ago. Her soldiers are now being trained by 
the best of foreign military talent. They are armed 
with modern weapons, and their organization is on the 
lines which have brought up the army of Japan. 


The military system of Japan came from Germany. 
That of China is the same, with Japanese improve- 
ments. Let us contrast the China of the future with the 
Germany of the present. The Germans keep 1 per 
cent. of their whole 60,000,000 under arms, and in times 
of war, they could put 5 per cent. of them into the 
field. Their peace army is 600,000 and their war 
strength more than 3,000,000. In the same ratio, China, 
with its 400,000,000, will keep 4,000,000 soldiers in time 
of peace, and will be able to muster 20,000,000 in times 
These are not visions. The yellow 
giant is already in the gymnasium. He is swinging 
dumb-bells and Indian clubs under the best of modern 
physical directors. He is out on the drill ground, prac- 
ticing the goose step and learning to shoot. 


China’s New Army. 


I had a long talk last night with a high military au- 
thority who is stationed in Peking. He is a trained offi- 
cer of one of the great European powers, who has been 
sent here to investigate what China is doing. It is his 
business to keep track of the military forces of the 
empire, to visit them in their camps and attend their 
maneuvers. He has just returned from sham battles 
between two of the armies on the Yang-tse-Kiang, and

“What is the character of China’s new army?” I 
asked. 

“Practically the same as that of the army of Japan. 
The troops have Japanese military text-books, and they 
use the same physical exercises, the same sanitary 
methods and the same drill. As to the divisions, they 
are constituted in the same way. Each has four regi- 
ments of infantry, one of cavalry and one of artillery. 
In addition, each division has a battalion of engineers 
and transport troops, a balloon and telegraph section, 
as well as a company devoted to sanitary work. It 
numbers all told 12,512 men, including officers, soldiers, 
clerks, employés and servants of all kinds.” 


“Are such divisions already organized in 4&ll of the 
provinces?” 

“No. But they have begun in every province, and 
they are actually in operation in about three-fourths 
of them. Some provinces, such as Chili and Szech- 
wan, have three divisions of armies of 36,000 men each, 
while others, such as Honan, Shansi and Chekiang, have 
only one.” 


The New Officers. 


1 asked here as to the training of the troops, and 
the military expert replied: | : 
“The most of the drilling is done by Chinese who 
have been educated abroad, although a few of the vice- 
roys and governors have Japanese or German officers 
in their employ. However, foreigners are used chiefly 
in the military schools, the actual details of organiza- 
tion being carried out by the Chinese themselves. 
This country has now many graduates of foreign mili- 
tary academies, and it is annually sending more and 
more army students abroad. There are thirty Chinese 
studying in such schools in France, six in Germany, two

“Speaking of their effectiveness, while the Chinese 
soldiers are not as efficient man to man as the Euro- 


pean or Japanese soldier; yet they are rapidly improv- | 


ing, and I see no reason why they should not become 
so. They have proved themselves effective in suppress- 
ing all internal disorders that have: recently arisen. 
This means that the government has already in its 
hands what it has never had before, and that is a ma- 
chine for the immediate quelling of a rebellion. It 
also means that the government will soon be in the 
position to do as it pleases, and that it will be able to 
regulate a taxation and revenue system for the whole 
empire. When that time comes, we shali have a new 
China indeed. 


How the Government Is Quelling Rebeilions. 


“There is nothing that has done so much to make 
the army popular as the two or three rebellions which 
which have been put down by the new troops within 
the past two years.” The railroads have enabled the 
soldiers to be quickly sent to the seat of trouble, and 
possible revolutions have been stamped out in their be- 
ginning. There was one such rebellion on the western 
borders of Shantung about a year and a half ago. The 
government telegraphed the army commanders at Han- 
kow, and, by the Hankow-Peking Railroad, an effective 
force was soon on the ground. It was only a year ago 
that a rebellion was put down in Yunnan by the foreign 
trained troops, and last November a revolution which 
would have involved all China was nipped in the bud 
at Anking on the Yan-tse. That was perhaps the most 
serious trouble that has faced the new China, but it 
was quelled by means of the telegraph and the army, 
backed by a governor who had nerve enough to use 
them. Indeed, I think it safe to say that from now on, 
China can control its own people; that the beginning 
of a well-organized empire has been made, and that 
it will soon be well under way.” 


How One Governor Saved China. 


Since my talk with this man, I have learned more 
about the rebellion at Anking. It took place at the 
time of the deaths of the Emperor and the Empress 
Dowager, and had jt not been for the prompt Action of 
the Governor of Anhui, it would have involved China 
in a Civil War that might have been equal to the Tai- 
ping rebellion, in which 20,000,000 were killed and whole 
provinces were ruined. It would have probably caused 
the killing of many of our missionaries, and would have 
put China far back on its march of civilization—if, in- 
deed, it had not resulted in the breaking up of the 
empire and its division among the foreign powers. 
This rebellion was planned by a large secret society 
that had sworn to drive out the Manchus as soon as 
the great Empress Dowager died. The society had per- 
suaded two of the modern battalions to start the rebel- 
lion. They were to seize the city of Anking, and then 
two regiments of infantry were to join them. At the 
same time they thought the whole province of 12,000,000 
would come to their support and that the revolution 
would be extended to all parts of the country. This 
rebellion actually started, but it was prevented by the 
energy, courage and resourcefulness of the Governor of 
Anhvi, a protegé of Yuan Shih Kai, who was at Anking 
at the time. He had learned of the plot and prepared 
for it. 


How the Rebellion Was Quelled. 


Anking is a walled city, and the gates are closed at 
nightfall. The mutineers had caused fires to break out 
in their barracks, expecting that the fire companies of 
the city would be sent out to extinguish them and that 
they could rush through the gates, thus opened, and 
take the town. There was a vast deal of ammunition 
in the armory, and this would have sufficed for the 
start of the rebellion. 


The Governor had given special orders, however, that 
the gates be kept closed, and when the fire appeared he 
was obeyed. The mutineers rushed up to the wall and 
tried to get in, but the Governor took of his official 
robes, assumed command of the 600 troops inside the 
city and kept back the rioters. At the same time he 
sent telegrams up and down the river, and by morning 
the Chinese guntoats began to arrive. At the order of 
the Governor, they fired on the barracks of the mutti- 
neers and drove them to the hills. At the same time, 
the Governor opened the gates and ordered the two reg- 
iments of infantry to follow the mutineers and attack 
them. They refused, and some of their number de- 
serted, increasing the force of the rebels to over 1000. 
The next day, the Governor attacked this band and dis- 
persed it. He then called up the regiments of infantry 
and told them that they had disobeyed orders, but that 
they would not be punished if they would stack their 


| arms and make no further trouble. They did so, and 


having gotten possession of the arms, he discharged 
them from the ranks, beating President Roosevelt's ex- 
ploit at Brownsville by two battalions. 

In the meanwhile the troops were moving toward An- 
king. The Governor had notified the army by tele- 
graph, and within thirty-six hours there were five col- 
umns of soldiers marching upon the city from different 
sections of the country. The result was that all thought 
of rebellion at once disappeared and the people accepted 
the new Emperor and the pfesent administration as 
fixed and unchangeable. I understand that there will 
be no further trouble, and that peace is now fixed in 


every part of the empire.

WHITE DOLPHIN ACTS AS SELF-APPOINTED P'I- 


LOT In NEW ZEALAND WATERS.

{n these days, much is heard about the open and closed 
seasons for hunting and fishing, and every session of 
the Legislatures in every State in the Union sees new 
measures which seek to amend or modify the game lews 
in force, but it has remained for the governmen: vf 
New Zealand to protect by law a solitary sea creature, 
which is known throughout that region as “Pelorus 
Jack.” This fish or mammal! is a famous white dolphin 
and belongs to the species known as Risso’s dolphin 


| (Grampus griseus,)-and is the only fish of this particu- 


lar speciés known\in New Zealand waters. 


New Zealand, as will be seen by reference to an atlas, 


consists af two large islands known as North and South 
Islands, together with numerous smaller islands adjacent 
to these two. Separating the mainland of South Islan? 
from another body of land called D’Urville Island, ls a 
narrow strait which is known as French Pass, and 
through this channel pass the steamers which operate 
between the city of Wellington on North Isldad and 


the city of Nelson on South Island, touching at all che 


coastal points between. 

It is from the decks of these steamers that the pas- 
sengers make their first acquaintance with “Pelorus 
Jack,” and it can be depended upon that he will make 
his appearance every time a vessel approaches French 
Pass. For over twenty years he has been carefully ob- 
served by the crews and passengers of these steam- 
ers, and the Maoris have legends that would seem to 
prove that he has been known among them for at least 
eleven generations, or 275 years. 


Not only does “Pelorus Jack” seem to wish to be so- 


clable with his friends on deck, but acts as a pilot 
through a good portion of this channel, which is called 
in the Maori tongue Te Au-miti, or “the licking or 
swirling current.”” To the east of French Pass is Pelo- 
rus Sound, and it is generally in the neighborhood of 
the mouth of this inlet that “Jack” puts in his appear- 
ance, and he will disport near the bow of the vessel until! 
it reaches the entrance to the pass, when he disappears. 
When a steamer is coming in the opposite direction, 
bound from Nelson to Wellington, “Jack” is always 
ready at the entrance of the pass to pilot it for some 
ten miles to the eastward. Altogether his range to east 
and west is about a dozen miles, while to the north and 
south it is about four or five miles. 


Sailors assert that it makes no difference whether the 
ship is passing the locality by day or by night, for 
“Pelorus Jack” seems always on the watch, and he can 
be easily discerned at night as his light-colored body 
shows up plainly in the phosphorescent waters. 


In length, “Pelorus Jack” is about fourteen feet, and | 


he has a blunt nose and a humped forehead, a high fal- 
cate dorsa] fin and a narrow fiuked tail. He is bluish- 
white in color, tinged with purple and yellow. His flip- 
pers are blackish, mottled with gray. He has been de- 
scribed as a white whale and again as a white shark, 
but was finally classified as Risso’s dolphin. It is 
stated that about a half-century ago a school of fish sim- 
liar to “Jack” was noticed in Pelorus Sound, near French 
Pass, and it is believed that he is the only survivor of 
the species. 

Among the Maoris there are folk stories which tell 
of wonderful acts perforced by “Jack,” such as pilot- 
ing a deserted queen from one island to another, over 
thirty miles of open sea. Among them he is known as a 
taniwha, or ocean god, and is reverenced as being able 
co bring them fortune or misfortune on the deep. The) 
gave him the name of “Kaikai-a-waro.” 

Whether “Pelorus Jack” is the same fish that the 
Maoris have known so long or is only a successor may 
never be ascertained, but the fact remains that this 
monster of the deep has been considered of enough im- 
portance to be the subject of governmental action. 
for on September 26, 1904, a proclamation was issued by 
Gov. Plunget, sitting in council in the government 
house at Wellington, making it unlawful, during a pe- 
riod of five years from that date, “for any person to 
take the fish or mammal of the species commonly knowp 
as Risso’s dolphin (Grampus griseus,) in the waters of 
Cook Strait, or of the bays, sounds and estuaries adja- 
cent thereto.” 

This could apply only to “Pelorus Jack,” since he is 
the only fish of his kind in those waters. The puwnish- 
ment fixed for breach of the regulation is a penalty of 
not less than £5 nor more than £100. The govern- 
ment is renewing this regulation for another five years 
and it is therefore probable that “Jack” will continue 
to act as self-appointed pilot for that space of time, ¥v 
not longer.

Another case: A lone cowboy was making a hard ride 
across the forty-mile desert from Bear Creek Butte to 
the Deschutes River.

It is not hard to relate this cave, and the whole sys- 
tem of caves in this section, with the dark lava flow 
which is seen near, and the symmetrical little crater 
called Lava Butte, toward which Dillman Cave points. 
By going around to the wooded side of the crater, and 
away from the loose shell rock which nothing but the 
mountain sheep of an earlier day ever ascended, one 


| can easily climb to the top of the mound which rises 


half a thousand feet above the surrounding country. 
The opening of the crater is filled with fallen-in lava, 
and small pine trees have taken root in the sunken 
cone. Looking in three differen®-Tirections one may 
see the desolation for which the crater is responsible. 
Long black streaks of super-rough lava reach away for 
miles. At a different angle there is a large area of 
this dark, jagged desolation winnowed in great furrows, 
fresh plowed, with no vegetation or life on its surface 
save for an isolated stunted tree here and there. Still 
in another direction is a great earth crack leading in a 
rough line away from the crater. At some points the 
crack is almost filled with earth and rocks which have 
weathered loose and faiien back, while in other places 
its sharp edges are sheltering gaping chasms. The 
Wagon road crosses this crevasse near Lava Butte, and 
this has become a favorite camping spot, for not far to 
one side is a well-known little ice cave where.one may 
follow down an old log and dip up snow and water and 
cut ice till late summer. The crack extends far into 
the desert, partly obliterated at some points, and at 
others a favorite lair for the coyote and the wild cat. 
The cave crack is a straw for geologica) inquisitive- 
ness to grasp at, and suggests a theory. The geologist 
would have it that Lava Butte, with its wide mouth, is 
sitting on a point of this earth crevasse which was espe- 
clally deep, reaching down, down, miles and miles to 
the very molten regions of the interior earth. From 


this bottomless incision there burst forth, on that fate- 


ful day, great columns of internal fire, and clouds of 
pent-up steam, carrying a conglomerate of ashes, glit- 
tering red sand, thin lava white-hot, and great whiz- 
zing stones. The ashes shot up thousands of feet to the 
level of the high winds; spreading, these ashes darkened 
the sun and fell, some of them, hundreds of miles away. 
The sand was sifted over the surrounding miles of coun- 
try to form the present soil, a part falling back to help 
build the crater. Some of the great boulders, torn 
from the sides of the crevasse, and some of the molten 
lava were hurled, shrieking and glaring, in great fiery 
circles, to fall crashing, burning and exploding to the 
earth. Some of the lava and the boulders fell back into 
the crevasse to become fire fighting fire and to be the 
means of finally checking the eruption. The most of 
the white-hot liquid rock formed a shooting geyser that 
brought the surrounding desolation. = 


The caves of Central Oregon are the by-product of this 
shooting lava flow, merely little incidents in these ter- 
rible transforming days. The first step toward a lava 
cave was when a great stream of molten rock, obeying 
the law of gravity, seeking the lowest possible level, 
and impelled from behind by the steady glowing stream 
from the crater, flowed out across the country. It may 
have had a Johnstown velocity at first, as in the terri- 
fying Pompetian days when such a stream flowed nearly 
four miles in four minutes. More likely the advance 
was sullenly slow, since the liquid rock, exposed, soon 
cools to the consistency of honey. The top layer of 
the moving dike of lava, may be several! scores of feet 
deep and half a mile wide, exposed to the air soon 
becomes hard and crusted, even while the center is 
still molten. The top crust thickens and the bottom 
crust, cooled by the earth and mingled with surface 
waste, forms. The center of the stream is stil) liquid, 
for lava is a very poor conductor of heat—it is told 
that in a similar lava flow it was possible to light a 
cigar after twenty-six years, and that another such dike 
was still steaming eighty-seven years after it liad flowed 
from the crater. 

The lava cave, then, is really nothing more than a 
huge lava shell or covered channel! out of which the 
still liquid interior has flowed on. Hence such caves 
may be expected at any point where there has ever 
been a lava flow, and geologists tell us that about 200,- 
000 square miles of the eastern Columbia River basin 
fis of such a formation. The lava fields that may be 
seen on the surface are of comparatively late date, since 
they have not yet had time to crumble into soll as a 
result of the weathering effect of water, light and 
changing temperature. In time their desolation will be 
overgrown again with forests and smaller vegetation 
and hidden as are the earlier flows. 


Hence it is that the Central Oregon region, and espe- 
cially the section near Bend, is filled with its cave won- 
ders. Many caves have already been discovered, and 
new “world marvels” are uncovered almost every week. 
It is interesting to note that the Deschutes River, that 
drains and is reclaiming a vast area in Central Oregon, 
has also found and is using these weird underground 
passages. At one point where this large stream crosses 
a lava flow, it loses nearly a fifth of its water. These 
cave passages also carry away all the flow of the 
stream above the normal. For this reason, the Upper 
Deschutes is made one of the most wonderful streams 
in the world, since its volume of water never varies 
more than a foot or two between the summer flow and 
the spring freshet flow. It seems that the excessive 
water is drained into these underground caves and is 
earried either to the Columbia River or at least far 
down the stream before being released. This fact ex- 
plains the finding of sunken water passages far out in 
the desert, and may bear some relationship to the mys- 
terious ice caves of the Central Oregon region.

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MARVELOUS CHILDREN. 


PRECOCIOUS GENIUSES WHO HAVE AMAZED THE 
WORLD, 

(Tit-Bits:] This is the age of prodigies. In the 
world of art, on the stage and concert platform, and 
even in the pulpit, children have been astonishing the 
the world with their genius, and earning incomes cal- 
culated to arouse the envy of the most successful busi- 
ness man. It is only a few weeks ago since it was an- 
nounced that among the exhibitors at the French Salon 
this year is a twelve-year-old artist, named Marcel] Lav- 
allard, the son of a haberdasher, who commenced to 
paint pictures when he was 6. 


This is the first time in the history of the French 
Salon that so young an artist has exhibited, although 
a few years ago Henri Cortes was admitted when he 
was nearly 13. Lavallard’s success recalls that of Tada 
Styka, a boy painter of 13, who had two canvases ac- 
cepted by the Salon five years ago, and the work of 
Viscount De Soissons, whose water colors and oil paint- 
ings were exhibited at the Doré Gallery in 1904. The 
young viscount was then 16, and in addition to attract- 
ing much attention on account of his skill as an artist, 


he has gained a big reputation as an author, having 


written several serial stories. . 


Boyhood Achievements of English Artists. 


English painters appear to be somewhat less preco- 
cious than their French comrades. Sir Edwin Landseer, 
it is true, was admitted to the Academy at the age of 
13, but Mr. Walter Crane was already 16, and Mr. Mar- 
cus Stone, Millais, and Watts 17 before they secured 
the coveted honor. 


It is to the stage and concert platform, however, to 
which one must turn to find the most remarkable ex- 
amples of precocious genius. Whether the numberless 
child actors and musicians who have made their début 
latély will fulfill the promise of their early years re- 
mains of course, to be seen; but the present and past 
history of acting and music contains some remarkable 
instances of clever children who have continued to win 


fame year after year throughout life. ' 
Marvelous Musicians. 


There was Jenny Lind, for instance, who, at 5 or 6 
years of age, astounded everybody with the purity of 
her voice and -her wonderful skill in its management. 
The pianoforte playing of Meyerbeer, Mozart, and Men- 
delssohn, when they were 6 years of age, aroused the 
admiration of every critic, while when he was 8, Paga- 
nini composed a sonata of so difficult a nature that none 
but himself could execute it. He performed it in public 
at the age of 9. 

The “Pocket Sims Reeves.” 


Among present-day actresses are many who showed 
histrionic talent at tender years. Miss Ellen Terry 
made her début when she was 8. Mrs. Kendal was ap- 
pearing at the Marylebone Theater when she was 4, 
and playing Ophelia at the Haymarket when she was. 
16. Miss Bateman, the famous impersonator of Leah, 
first appeared on the stage when she was 5, and when 
she was 8 was brought to London by the late P. T. 
Barnum, to appear in a series of Shakespearean revi- 
vals. Lady Bancroft was at one time the leading child 


actress in the country, while Miss Ada Reeve appeared 


before the public when she was 6, and at 14 was an 
acknowledged music-hall “star.”’ Miss Vesta Tilley be- 
gan still earlier. Her stage career started when she 
was 3, and at 6 she first appeared in men's clothes and 
was advertised as the “Pocket Sims Reeves.” 


Pulpit Prodigies. 


Two or three years ago quite a number of child 
preachers were attracting attention on both sides of.the 
Atlantic, notably Frances Storr, the 12-year-old Don> 
caster girl, who often had audiences numbering close 
upon 2000; Lonnie Dennis, who was only 5 when he 
preached to an audience of over 3000 in New York, and 
included among his sermons one which told how he 
was called to the ministry at 4 years of age; and Jack 
Cooke, the Manchester boy, who at a very early age de- 
termined to become a second D. L. Moody. He preached 
his first sermon when he was 11, and two years later 
conducted many successful missions in the States. 


Who knows but what they may follow In the foot- 


steps of Spurgeon, who was an active member of the 
Baptist connexion while he was still in knickerbock- 
ers, and preached his first sermon at the age of 167 Be- 
fore he was 20, Exeter Hall was not large enough to 
hold his congregations. George Fox, the evangelist 
and founder of the Society of Friends, was quite a 
little boy when he started preaching at a tavern, and 
George Whitefield and John Wesley both commenced 
preaching at a very early age. 


Knew Thirteen Languages at Twelve. 


~ It has often been said that the most amazing example 
of precocious genius on record is furnished by John 
Stuart Mill, who at 3 years of age was learning the 


Greek alphabet, and at 8 had read in the original many — 


Greek authors. Then he began to learn Euclid, Al- 
gebra, and Latin, and before he was 12 was made to 
teach the younger members of the family. 


The precocity of Sir William Rowan Hamilton, the 
celebrated mathematician, is often ‘overlooked. He 
excelled in the study of languages, and is said to have 
known at least thirteen at the age of 12. At 3 years 
of age he was a very good reader of English and con- 
siderably advanced in arithmetic. At 4 he was a good 
geographer, and at 5 able to read and translate Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew. Then he added a knowledge of 
Italian and French to his learning before going on with 
Arabic and Sanskrit.

But I was much worse hurt by a horse that fell 
on me a while afterward, and, with a lot of other 
ducks,’ was ordered north. In March, 1865, I was 
out to the plains to fight Indians, and, returning to 
the East in July of the following year, was mustered 
out as captain and brevet major. 

“Not long after that I married. The lady’s father 
and my father were very old friends. He came to IIli- 
nois from Ohio at the same time that my father came 
from Virginia, and the two of them, 
cash capital between them, opened an office together 
at Clinton—my father as a doctor, and my future father- 
in-law as a lawyer. It was hard sledding at first, but 
they plugged along, and I guess they did pretty well, 
for each of them left $2,000,000 when he died. 

“Having become an attorney, I went into partnership 
with my father-in-law. We were partners for thirty- 
three years. When he died, in 1902, he left his entire

Our First Tomato. 


OW that so much controversy is under way concern- 

ing the wonderberry, it is interesting to read the 
reception accorded the first tomato grown in the United 
States, for both belong to the same family, Solanaceae. 

In reality the wonderberry is simply a hybrid but 
edible nightshade. The crossing of two species gave a 
flavor superior to either of the parents, and when eaten 
raw, the taste is much that of a tomato and fully as 
good. It is not at all bitter when ripe, yet in its 
greener stage it is not so bitter as a green tomato. The 
only way in which the two fruits cannot compare is in 
the matter of size. 


The story is told, that a good many years ago, a man 
recently arrived from the Bermuda Islands, was com- 
mitted to a Pennsylvania jail. He had with him a few 
seeds, which he planted in the jail yard, but before the 
plants came to maturity he was discharged. The plants 
bore strange fruit, which as it ripened, changed from 
green to red, and was greatly admired by the prisoners. 

The matron of the jail, sure that it was poisonous, 
cautioned all the inmates against eating the fruit, but 
as she desired to save specimens of it, she planted 
some of the seeds the following spring, and just as the 
fruit was well ripened, the man from Bermuda revisited 
the jail and asked to see the plant. He called for pep- 
per, salt, and vinegar, and to the astonishment and hor- 
ror of the spectators, ate the fruit with a relish. Hav- 
ing finished, he told them that this strange fruit’ was a 
tomato, or translated into English, a love apple, and 
that it was wholesome and nutritious. | 

The seeds were therefore carefully preserved and dis- 
tributed among friends and neighbors, who cultivated 
it as a curisoity, but it was long years before prejudice 
gave way to appetite, and this now most popular vege- 
table came into general use. Even now many people 
remember it as an ornamental rather than a useful 
plant. Probably more tomatoes are canned than any 
other fruit or vegetable, as they can be served in so 
many ways, eaten raw, with salt, pepper, and vinegar, 
or with a salad dressing, or plainly stewed in sauces, 
soups, preserves, and pickles. The, tomato is every 
ready for an emergency, and the provident housekeeper 
is sure to have it in reserve. At first it was a small 
fruit somewhat bitter in flavor; who knows but the 
wonderberry, now in a crude state, may be improved 
in both size and flavor and in far less time than the to- 
mato? Give it a chance.—[Rural Californian.

Pear Thrips Control. 


R. L. O. HOWARD, chief of the Bureau of Entomol- 

ogy, writes that the investigations expected to find a 
remedy for the pear thrips have been very successful, 
and that with another season of practical trial of the 
methods of control the damage from these little crea- 
tures may be ameliorated and finally controiled. His 
bureau has just published a bulletin, No. 80. Part 4, 
which can be had by addressing the State Board of 
“Trade, Ferry Building. San Francisco. The summary 
of the bulletin is as follows: 
“The pear thrips has been found only in localities in 
the general region of San Francisco Bay. Its presence 
in other countries is not known. 

“The adults accomplish their feeding injury by rasp- 
ing the tissues and sucking out the plant juices in the 
early buds and blossoms. Larvae feed more especially 
on the larger leaves and on fruits. Adults cause the 
scabbing on pears, while larvae produce the scabbing 
on prunes. 

“Adults emerge from the ground in late February and 
early March, just when most trees are spreading their 
buds and opening into blcom. Eggs are placed mostly 
in the blossom and fruit stems and in leaf petioles. The 
larvae hatching therefrom feed for two or three weeks, 
then drop to the ground, where they form a tiny pro- 
tecting cell within which they remain during the rest 
of the year. 
cell in the ground during October, November, and De- 
cem ber. 

“To gain complete control of the pear.thrips, both 
plowing and spraying should be adopted as remedial. 
Land should be plowed as soon as possible after the 
early rains in October, November, and December, to a 
depth of from seven to ten inches, harrowed or disked, - 
and then cross-plowed, the setond plowing to be fol- 
lowed also by harrowing. The pupae are by this means

Fifteen years ago the citrus growers had more diffi- 
culty in selling four or five thousand carloads of fruit 
than they now have in disposing of seven times that 
number. An experience of this kind should be a les- 
sen to the cantaloupe growers, but they did not give 
attention to this one. However, we are assured that 
some earnest work will be done early in the new year 
to bring about organization of the melon interests in the 
Imperial Valley. There is only one way that Jeads to 
success.

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FIELD NOTES. 
Age of Trees. 


HAVE just read an article in “The Apple,” an east- 


[= publication in which the writer says that the 
tree planters of the country are setting out yearling 


or two-year-old trees in preference to older plants. The 
author of this article makes his applications too broad 
for California, or for any country whose conditions of 
soil and climate vary as they do here. There are sec- 
tions in Los Angeles county where apple trees should 
not be less than two, or, better, three years old when 
transplanted to the orchard. It is a matter to be de- 
termined by the planter from the examination of his 


' soil and knowledge of general conditions. Wherever 
- the soil and climate are congenial to an orchard's 


growth from the start the question of the tree's age at 
planting has but little importance. Where these ele- 
ments are antagonistic to the entente of affecting the 
progress of young trees, it is of importance to get 
stock that has had some experience itself in fighting 
adverse conditions. In the case of alkaline lands, the 
roots of one-year-old trees may be injured beyond re- 
pair by the salts. where trees one or two years older 
would not be affected to such an extent as to make a 
poor tree as the orchard grows older. In our high alti- 
tudes, where the apple does the best, young stock is 
liable to winter-kill, where the better-developed trees 
would escape unscathed. No one would plant a year- 
ling orange bud in a situation liable to severe frosts— 
situations where once well established the trees would 
not be damaged by the heaviest frosts that have been 
experienced. So the age of a tree at transplanting can- 
not be made a hard-and-fast proposition, but must be 


imfluenced by local conditions. 


It is true that it costs from 25 to 35 per cent. more 
to carry a tree in the nursery for an extra year. But 
the purchaser can get the older trees about as cheap as 
the younger, for-the reason that the grower of the stock 
will not take the chances of holding over another year 
the more aged stock. This season the nurserymen of 
the East are getting the same price for one-year-olds 
The first half

and I have seen some of the finest orchards ever growm 


come from two-year-old st There are both physio- 
logical and economic reasons \for planting fully-matured 
nursery stock. The trees are more immune after hav- 
ing crown an extra year in resisting the hardships of 
their new location; they have formed more clearly 
their habits of growth—a special] feature for the buyer 
who insists upon the selection of his purchases from the 
nursery row; they may be formed into the proper shape

and something can be said on both sides. 
Some of the best orange trees I ever saw were trans- 
planted at 10 years of age, but this would not do for 


the apple grown in its natural soils. 


Waiting for Examinations. 


S every friend of the new county horticultural law 

had reason to expect, many of the counties of 
the State are eagerly waiting for the provisions of the 
law to be brought into effect. Already one county 
which has never had a horticultural commission has 
secured the names of the necessary twenty-five fruit 
growers asking for the appointment of a commissioner 
under the amended law. This is Nevada county, where 
some of the finest Bartlett pear trees are being taken 


with the blight. A meeting will be held on the 29th of 


Septemter at Newcastle, the heart of the deciduous- 
fruit belt, for the purpose of enlivening public senti- 


ment upon the question of compliance with the new 


act. At this conference will be found representatives 
of the State Board of Trade, the Califurnia Fruit Dis- 
tributors, the California Fruit Exchange, the Supervis- 
ors of Placer county and scores of fruit growers of 
that section. I do not know when I have seen such a 


general interest and hope in the results of an improved 


law. The proponents of the Newcastle conference pro- 
pose to hold similar meetings at other points as soon 
as possible—all for the purpose of eplivening public 
sentiment in favor of the elimination of everything 
from the administration of our country horticultural 
commissioners’ affairs that is not hel to the fruit 
interests. | 

Whether this new law is effective depends in the larg- 
est measure upon the thoroughness of the examinations, 
The Board of Horticultural Examiners, from their pub- 
lished programme, seems to have grasped fhe spirit 
of the enactment and will make the examinatiofs neither 
technical nor too difficult in any way to prevent the 


recon:niendation of just the class of ae Rg that 
should have control of the horticult affairs of the 


counties. Neither will the examinations be loose or in- 


* efficient, thereby allowing any one to pass that might 


try for a certificate. As the conditions now exist in 
most of the counties, the law is a dead letter, notwith- 
standing the fact that it is one of the most important 
laws in the State. In at least twenty-five or thirty of 
Ye counties now under the borticultura!l law, the com- 
nissioners are inactive. They are subject to dismissal 
> a moment's notice, are not paid for the services ren- 
fered in many cases, and have no standing with the 
ither and often less-important officers of the counties.

Retaif Fruit Prices. 


HEN the Care of the Body man ought to have 

been resting from his strenuous duties while vis- 
iting Catalina last summer, he was writing about the 
retail fruit business, and with his usual] force and cor- 
rectness. But he has missed one point in this connec- 
tion that I am advised of by a fruit grower who thinks 
the business of horticulture is one of too large wholesale 
dimensions to admit of any great improvement in our 
retail trade. He, calls attention to the fact that a mar- 
ket two or three thousand miles away must be served 
with the choicest and best-carrying qualities of fruit if 


it is to be supplied at all; that the best fruit growers | 


as a rule cannot pay attention to the retail trade at all, 
and make a success of commercial fruit production. I 
make an exception for him in regard to small fruits and 
berries, which he did not think to mention, as these 
fruits are not as a rule supplied by wholesale to the 
distant markets. Whether these economic features of 
fruit growing will ever change, and the large growers 
be compelled to take notice of the home markets, 1 
leave for the great medical authority of The Times to 
advise us. | 

As a most effective proponent of the fruit-and-vege- 
table diet, however, there is a great field for the author 
of the pages that follow mine. It lies in the treatment 
of the fruit while exposed for sale upon the average 
fruit shelves of the retailer. In one of the most pros- 
perous towns of the upper part of the State of “North 
California” I saw a ton or so of fine grapes with a some- 
thing less than a ton of files swarming over the fruit. 
In a grocery store I saw another lot of fine fruit liter- 
ally alive with flies, carrying with them all kinds of in- 
fection and filth that might be in the neighborhood— 
and this in one of the cleanest cities of the State in ali 
other respects. I think this is the most disgusting and 
dangerous feature of city life today, as far as the im- 
mediate health of the people is concerned. If our city 
authorities will not correct thesé evils, the fruit buyer 
can at least protect himself, by passing these filthy 
hucksters like one would any other disagreeable or 
dangerous object. Oakland has done something in the 
fruit-marketing line that would be well to emulate. 
There, on Wednesdays and Saturdays the largest mar- 
ket in the city is maintained. It is closed at all other 
times. Whatever fruit is not sold will not be hasnea 
over for the next day’s trade. I have been told that the 
plan works to the satisfaction of the trade, and that

However, one might 
have supposed that a man of Mr. Candrian's exceptional 
intelligence would have taken a little more trouble to 
investigate freely before making such statements as he 
did. Our Wisconsin friend trots out that stale chestnut 
about the “enervating” climate of Southern California. 
_It is true that for vigorous, full-blooded persons a cli- 
mate that has a cold winter, like that of Colorado, may 
be somewhat preferable, but it is altogether erroneous 
to say that the climate of Southern California is “en- 
ervating” like that of humid hot countries. The South- 
ern California Indians are a hardy race, and centena- 
rians are as common among them as biackberries in 
the eastern woods. Again, Los Angeles has been built 
- up in twenty-five years from a city of 15,000 to one of 
325,000 population. The assessed valuation of Los An- 
geles county is greater than that of any other county 
west of Chicago. A climate cannot be excessively “en- | 
ervating” where such things are done. -— 


As to “monotony” of climate, of which Mr. Candrian 
complains, while it is true that there is not much dif- 
ference between January and July, it is also true that 
there is a great difference between an hour before sun- 
set and an hour after, also between the shade and the 
sun—too great a difference, in fact, for those who have 
weak lungs.
